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This is a decision on the response filed 04 December 2009 which is treated as a 
renewed request under 37 CFR 1.42. 



On 23 October 2009, a decision dismissing applicant's renewed petition pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1 .42 was mailed. Applicant was given two months to respond with 
extensions of time available. 

On 04 December 2009, applicant filed a response which was accompanied by, 
inter alia, a declaration executed by the sole heir of Adrian F. lonescu. 



37 CFR 1.42 When the Inventor is Dead, states, in part: 

In case of the death of the inventor, the legal representative (executor, 
administrator, etc.) of the deceased inventor may make the necessary 
oath or declaration, and apply for and obtain the patent. 

In the response to decision, applicant submitted another declaration executed 
by Andrei E. lonescu, the heir of the deceased sole inventor, Adrian F. lonescu. The 
declaration provides the citizenship, residence and address of the heir. The declaration 
also records the name and citizenship of the deceased inventor. 
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The papers filed under 37 CFR 1.42 are ACCEPTED 
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Applicant has completed the requirements for acceptance under 35 U.S.C. 
371(c). The application has an international filing date of 18 October 2004 under 35 
U.S.C. 363 and a 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1), (c)(2) and (c)(4) date of 04 December 2009.
